126. weeklies use the offset 
system.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas House refused Gov. 
Dale Bumpers' request for an 
increase in tuition at the state- 
supported colleges and universi- 
ties Monday but voted to give 
Bumpers the salaries he wanted 
for eight cabinet-level positions 
under the new governmental re- 
organization. 


The House also approved a 


bill endorsed by the governor 
to provide state aid to .start 
public kindergarten programs, 
but rejected a measure — also 
backed by Bumpers — that 
would have admitted osteopaths 
to the full practice of medicine 
and surgery in the state under 
certain conditions. 


Meanwhile, the Senate voted 


to remove from an election bill 
a provision that would have 
guaranteed the American Party 
in Arkansas a position on the 
1972 general election ballot. With- 
out the provision, the party 
must circulate petitions to ob- 
tain signatures totalling 7 per 
cent of the votes cast in the gov- 
ernor's race in 1970 in order to 
maintain its legal status. 


U.S. Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D- 


Ark., rumored to be interested 
in being a candidate for presi- 
dent in 1972, reportedly desired 
that the provision be deleted. 


The Senate also completed 


legislative action on a proposed 
constitutional amendment pro- 
viding four-year 
terms and 


higher salaries for constitution- 


The bill to raise tuition by 


$50 a semester was defeated on 
a 41-43 vote, but was kept alive 
on notice 
of 
reconsideration 


given by Rep. W. R. Nicholson 
of Osceola. 


Proponents of the legislation 


observed that tuition had not 
been increased in several years 
although the cost of operating 
the schools had risen. Rep. John 
Plegge of Little Rock said the 
measure would yield about $6 
million a year to help ease fi- 
nancial problems faced by the 
institutions. 


Opponents claimed, however, 


that the measure would be detri- 
mental to poor students and 
those who are working their 
way through school.

"the University of South 


Carolina wants to continue par- 
ticipation in a conference," T. 
Eston Marchant, chairman of 
the USC Board of Trustees, told

GREENSBORO, N.C. (AP) - 


Notes from the pro golf tourna- 
ment trail: 


Tony Jacklin of England won 


the 1970 U.S. Open, probably 
the most prestigious golf event 
in the world. But, as the U.S. 
Open champion, doesn't neces- 
sarily qualify for the Masters. 


Oh, he'll play in Augusta, 


Ga., next week. And he'll even 
be recognized as the U.S. Open 
champ. But he's in by in- 
vitation, only. 


The situation came to light 


last week when South African 
Bobby Cole discovered he was 
not eligible. Cole finished in a 
tie for 12th in the 1970 U.S. 
Open. 


He thought he was eligible 


under a published list of quali- 
fications that includes: 


"10. The first 16 players, in- 


cluding ties, in the 1970 U.S. 
Open championship." 


But, a Masters official ex- 


plained, that applies only to 
U.S. players. 


So, following that reasoning, 


the item "2. U.S. Open cham- 
pion" would apply only to U.S. 
players. Jacklin is not. Foreign- 
ers get in on invitation only, 
with the exception of Gary 
Player, 
a 
former 
Masters 


champion.

Would Extend 
Unemployment 
Benefits Time 
WASHINGTON ( A P ) - An 


additional 13 weeks of unem- 
ployment benefits that would 
immediately aid 300,000 out-of- 
work Americans was proposed 
today by Sen. Birch Bayh, D- 
Ind. 


Bayh says another one mil- 


lion unemployed people might 
be aided by the extension with- 
in 
the 
next two 
or 
three 


months. 


Bayh proposed 
the added 


benefits as an amendment to a 
bill, sought urgently by the Nix- 
on 
administration, extending 


the interest equalization tax. 


This 
levy, 
which 
expires 


Wednesday, has been in effect 
since 1963 to cut outflows of 
American capital and help the 
U.S. international balance-of- 
payments position. 


The tax is on sales of stocks 


and other securities by foreign 
borrowers in the United States. 


Congress enacted legislation 


last year providing 13 weeks of 
extra jobless benefits in times 
of high unemployment, but it 
would not take effect until 1972. 


The Bayh amendment would 


put this plan into effect imme- 
diately and provide full federal 
financing of the extended bene- 
fits. Under the 1970 act, the 
states would have paid half the 
cost. 


The plan provides for up to 39 


weeks of benefits. Most states 
now pay 26 weeks. 


The extra payments would be 


triggered 
when the insured 


unemployment rate is at 4 per 
cent, which corresponds rough- 
ly to a national unemployment 
rate of 6 per cent. The insured 
rate has been over 4 per cent 
since last September. 
Soys Clemency

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — J. B. 


Garrett, chairman of the state 
Board of Pardons and Paroles 
said Monday that before leaving 
office former Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller asked the board to 
review clemency requests for 
24 prison inmates, including 
James Dean Walker. 


Walker is serving a life sen- 


tence' for the 1963 slaying of a 
North Little Rock policeman. 
Rockefeller announced Dec. 8 
that he would not grant execu- 
tive clemency for Walker, but 
later sent a memorandum to the 
board stating that he had insuf- 
ficient information on the 24 
persons, including Walker, and 
suggested that the board review 
the requests. 


The North Little Rock Fratern- 


al Order of Police had cam- 
paigned against clemency for 
Walker during hearings last 
November.

Philippine 
Piano Is 
Hijacked 


HONG KONG (AP) - 
Five 


young men hijacked a Philippine 
airliner to Communist China 
today, but the Reds were ex- 
pected to send the plane and the 
25 other persons aboard back 
quickly. It was believed to be the 
first airliner hijacked to Red 
China. 


Four Americans were report- 


ed among the passengers flown 
to Canton, on the south China 
mainland, after 
five armed 


men diverted the twin-engine 
jet from a domestic flight in 
the Philippines. 


An airline spokesman said 


the hijackers were all 17 to 25 
years old, spoke a central Phil- 
ippine dialect and told passen- 
gers they were seizing the 
BAC111 jetliner for "ideological 
reasons." One passenger said 
four of the hijackers were Fili- 
pinos and the fifth appeared to 
be Eurasian or Chinese. 


Hong Kong airport officials 


said they expected Communist 
authorities to return the plane, 
passengers and five crew mem- 
bers "rather quickly—possibly 
even later today." 


The plane was diverted about 


half an hour after taking off 
from Manila for Davao, on 
Mindanao Island. It first made 
a 90-minute stop for fuel in 
Hong Kong, and there 20 of the 
45 passengers were released. 


The airline and the U.S. Em- 


bassy in Manila said the four 
Americans were Mr. and Mrs. 
Russell E. Ebersole of Jersey 
City, N.J., George W. Drysdale 
of Waukegan, 111., and Eldred 
Fewkes of Burley, Idaho. 


The airline spokesman said 


four of the hijackers carried 
.22-caliber pistols and one a 
pair of scissors.

Russia to 
Protect Red 
Motions

MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet for- 


eign policy aims to preserve 
existing Communist states, pro- 
mote national liberation move- 
ments, aid the Third World and 
offer peaceful coexistence to 
Russia's rivals, the head of the

Brezhnev also coupled a re- 
solve to "rebuff the aggressive 
forces of imperialism" with a 
pledge to "safeguard mankind 
from another world war." 


Brezhnev outlined these ob- 


jectives in a keynote address 
opening the 24th Congress of 
the Soviet Communist party, a 
gathering of the ruling party's 
representatives to review the 
past, set future goals and select 
the party's leaders. 


No major changes were ex- 


pected to be submitted to the 
4,943 delegates meeting in the 
Kremlin's Palance of Congress- 
es. The Congress is expected to 
last about 10 days. 


To 
thunderous 
applause, 


Brezhnev declared that North 
Vietnam "may be sure that in 
its armed 
struggle and its 


peaceful endeavor, it can rely 
on the Soviet Union's fraternal 
support." 


He told the Congress that "in 


the last 18 months, as a result 
of the initiative displayed on 
our part, there have been signs 
of some normalization in rela-

tions" between the Soviet Union 
and Communist China. But he 
said "the anti-Soviet line in 
China's propaganda and policy 
is being continued," and "we 
resolutely reject the slanderous 
inventions concerning the pol- 
icy of our party and our state 
which are being spread from 
Peking." 


Despite this, Brezhnev said, 


the Soviet Union is "prepared 
in every way to help not only to 
normalize relations but to re- 
store good neighborliness and 
friendship between the Soviet 
Union and the People's Repub- 
lic of China." 


He defended the 1968 invasion 


of Czechoslovakia, contending 
that 
"anti-Socialist 
forces" 


were at work in Prague aided 
by "counterrevolutionary forces 
outside the country." 


The Congress brings together 


delegates from throughout the 
vast Soviet Union, many of 
them representing Asian ethnic 
minorities. 
But their "yes" 


votes are automatic reflexes 
supporting policies that have 
been worked out by a few hun- 
dred political and economic 
professionals in Moscow.
